and WARRIOR’S daughter, GAIETY 
‘38, the Bryn Mawr champion bitch, 
was beaten in her class and their 
lovely GUILTY ‘38 awarded top 
honors in bitches. In the Beagles the 
upsets continued. Meadow’ Lark 
DRAFTSMAN ‘37 of the Foxcatcher 
Beagles was to get the premium A. 
K. C. prize in the afternoon for most 
points won on the bench of any 
American bred dog of any breed, yet 
that morning at the Hound Show he 
was beaten by his stable mate 
MESSENGER ‘36 who usually hasn’t 
been able to even give him a warm- 
ing up, so to speak. And finally in 
the Basset Hounds, the Stockford 
champion bitch at this show last year 
and the same at Bryn Mawr last fall 
had to give way. 

Next to the toppling over of the 


dogs—W. P. Stewart’s Cheshire Fox- 
hounds’ Cheshire Warrior; reserve, 
W. P. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds’ 
Cheshire Noble. Winners, Bitches— 
W. P. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds’ 
Cheshire Guilty; reserve, Rolling 
Rock Hunt’s Portman’s Alice. 

However all this can be entirely 
logical. The unfortunate effect of 
such monopolies in five out of the 
seven divisions is to discourage per- 
haps those who don’t win, but there 
doesn’t seem much you can do about 
it,—certainly it does not do to try to 
put through a lot of handicap rules. 
After all there are only two or three 
days of Hound shows a year, and the 
pack has say seventy-five 
season, so that is

And the best hunting Hounds are 
only in rare cases the best looking. 
In fact your correspondent has only 
had one since 1913. However, Hound 
shows do a lot for our grand sport 
of fox hunting. The type is improv- 
ed, and in addition these shows serve 
as a meeting place for hunting peo- 
ple to gather from all parts of the 
country, and discuss their problems,

New York, where, by the way, the 
temperature is just about ideal, and 
a perfect compromise between the 
Finnish temperatures of the old Rid- 
ing Club and the hot house settings 
of some dog shows. 

There are 113 recognized hunts in 
the United States, and to show the 
turn out of masters it is interesting 
to note that there were over 80 of 
them at the annual M. F. H. dinner 
that evening, a dinner which was 
honored by the presence of the As- 
sociation’s splendid Vice President, 
Bertie Ogilvie of the Montreal hunt 
who gave a brief but telling talk on 
how our friends across our northern 
border are carrying on, just like 
those across the seas, and at the 
American Foxhound Club meeting, 
at lunch our genial President, Jack 


Stewart, announced over one hund- 
red and ninety members. Here it was 
decided that at all endorsed shows 
American Hounds must have no out- 
cross for three generations. 


But as our good foxhunting friend 
Sam Wooldridge put on his Big 
Stride’s tombstone ‘‘Records live but 
opinions die,’’ so here are the com- 
plete official awards of the show 
which The Chronicle takes pleasure 
in printing in this detail, so that our 
readers may preserve this issue, if 
they have not already wisely put in 
a standing order for annual bound 
copies.

In view of the relentless grip of 
winter with icy blasts sweeping 
merrily around from the four corn- 
ers of the globe, Rose Tree had quite 
good going this past week. On Mon- 
day, cold and bleak with high winds, 
Hounds did not go out. But Tuesday 
afternoon a jaunty little field of 
eighteen met at Mr. Stephenson’s 
gate at one thirty. Every one was 
gaily guessing as to the outcome of 
the afternoon’s sport—would 
Hounds find? Could they run if they 
did? Would scent—that unpredict- 
able quantity!—be good or would it 
be spotty? Isn’t that one of the lures 
of fox hunting—the fact that one 
can only guess as to what’s to come? 
“What’s to come is still unsure” 
might have been written to fox hunt- 
ing instead of to a ‘‘pretty sweeting.” 
With both one never knows whether 
he may draw a blank or the run 
of a life time!! 


Tuesday we drew neither a blank 
nor yet the run of a life time, thou- 
gh ‘“’twas not so deep as a well nor 
so wide as a church door ‘twas 
enough” to give comfort on a cold 
January day. Huntsman Quigley drew 
through Box Tree Farm woods and 
on down the steep hill, rather breath 
taking in the icy going, to Ridley 
Creek. The Creek was frozen solid 
at this point and looked fairly safe 
several light weights ventured 
across. “Come on, Fatty,” said Fos- 
ter Reeve to his mare, large, portly 


undaunted Anne. He and the mare 
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sallied forth on to the ice but as we 
feared there was a crack just as 
Anne reached the other side—and 
now, as the water was deep here, 
we had to find another’ crossing 
place. Not so easy with the deep 
banks and heavy blocks of ice, but 
at last we all landed safely on the 
other side thanks to the 
horses, bless 


careful 
heady going of the 
their stout hearts! Just as we were 
plunging up the bank we _ heard 
Hounds beyond in the Patchell Farm 
woods and flying on we followed in 
pursuit of a grey. This ill-starred 
grey led us through the woods up the 
hill into the pines north of Mr. Jef- 
ford’s house and circled around there 
and then across the field to a walnut 
tree up which he lightly ran. Quig- 
ley, followed closely by two Hounds 

I never before saw Hounds climb 
a tree!—swung himself up from 
branch to branch. 

It was a picture indeed there on 
the hill against the background of 
the cold somber January day, the 
wide bare branches on the walnut 
tree, the big beautiful grey fox hang- 
ing lightly balanced in a high fork, 
the Huntsman swinging his way up 
until he was close enough to reach 
out and grasp the brush of the quiet- 
ly watching animal, the two Hounds 
following close on the Huntsman’s 
heels, the wildly chorusing pack be- 
low—Quigley wished to give the fox 
at least the sporting chance of anoth-

directions looking like chorus girls 

not sportswomen. 

It was not until the Harriers came 
that absolute delight o’erswept my 
wicked spirit. The procedure in all 
pack classes was (1) To walk with 
your pack close about you to the 
Judges in the center of the Armory. 
(2) Break into a dog trot and head 
West till the West wall was reached 
then turn at a better pace go the 
full length of the arena, swing round 
and back to the Judges. 

The first Harrier pack, was the 
Monmonth County bitch pack which 
was shown as prescribed by the pro- 
fessional Staff. This was followed by 
the Monmonth County dog pack led 
impressively into the ring by their 
large Master in full regimentals. 

The formation reached the Judges 
then turned for the West wall and 
trotted off, here they swung back 
and set sail for the stretch run. It 
was evident within the first furlong 
that the Master was touched in the 
wind or over weighted. His stride 
visiby shortened, his color visibly 
heightened. ‘‘Can he make it?’’ We 
asked ourselves and silently avowed 
as how he couldn’t. 

The self same thought must have 
assailed him as laboring for breath 
he passed the Judges and came on 
towards the East end. Would he be 
engulfed by his Harriers when he 
fell of exhaustion, or would he stop 
just short of that and stand like a 
beaten horse, head low, flanks heav- 
ing, his nostrils blood red? 

Snatching victory from defeat, is 
supposed to be the mark of great 
Generals, and if this is so then the 
Master of’ the Monmonth County 
Harriers belongs among them, for 
just when we thought he was done 
for and had another two hundred 
feet to go, he whipped around and 
with a call to his pack and an oper- 
atic wave of his hand, brought them 
still on the run to the Judges feet. 

The crowd roared their delight 
and an unknown young man on my 
left whistled through his teeth and 
said “‘Smart as a fox he is, yes Sir, 
smart as a fox.’’

er run. Holding him out of reach of 
the blood hungry Hounds, he tried 
to hand him down to Whipper-in 
Crossan and then to Burling Coxe 
as they rose from their saddles. But 
with Hounds springing madly about 
and horses moving at the wrong 
time, this was not easy to do. At this 
moment, strange to say, the fox 
“took a fit like a person with epile- 
psy”? Quigley said and went limp and 
senseless in his hands. Under the 
circumstances with Hounds fairly 
mad with excitement Mr. Coxe, who 
had taken over for Mr. Kerr for the 
afternoon, decided there was no al- 
ternative but finis. In this country, 
unlike the sentiment In parts of my 
own south, nobody loves the grey. It 
is true that here he rarely straigh- 
tens out but invariably circles and 
often takes to a tree. His worst of- 
fense, however, is that he runs out 
the reds. The objective, therefore, of 


authority when we uncover a grey is 


not a splendid soul stirring run but 
the objective of Hounds themselves, 
a kill. When we start a grey I always 
want to go home! 

We followed Hounds into the Jef- 
fords meadow across Sycamore Mill 
Road into the Harvey Yarnall pro- 
perty.

with the road past the rear of Mr. 
Jefford’s house property, and turned 
right and led us at a swinging clip 
on down the hill and through the 
Meadow and across to the far end of 
Sycamore Mill Road, and up and 
over Turtle Back Hill straight on to 
Poplar Hill where after a bit of turn- 
ing and twisting he led on across in- 
to the Barrens. At this point a num- 
ber, deciding that from now on he’d 
probably circle at will only through 
the rocky paths of the Barrens, pull- 
ed out. But a little bank of hopefuls 
pushed on. And they enjoyed the 
triumph—-victory indeed!—of seeing 
indefatigable Hounds force the fox 
out into the open across the Marr 
meadow over Ridley Creek and on 
across the Hart and Borden meadows 
into the Hart-Lewis Woods. Here he 
bore left through the Kerr apple or- 
chards and the Fetterman peach or- 
chards into the Blue Farm property. 
On a check at this point, it being 
after four thirty, we’all went home 
thanking our stars—not to mention 
Hounds and fox!—for the exhilarat- 
ion of a good run. 

In the final encounter that after- 
noon with Ridley Creek, Singer, a 
black and white Hound, came a crop- 
per and fell through the ice into the 
water. Crossan and Mr. Coxe dis- 
mounted and fished him out, a sad- 
der and a wiser Hound, also to my 
surprise, a patient and quiet Hound 
—Hounds are not apt to suffer in 
silence. Afterwards I spoke of Sing- 
er’s good behavior to Quigley and of 
my surprise at his not protesting. 
Quigley looked at me rather pitying- 
ly “Cold water’s not conducive to 
much music,’”’ he said briefly. 

Thursday it was very cold and it 
was only a small field of six that 
met at the Kennels at one. thirty. 
Five of the six were maids and mat- 
rons. I only mention this in passing. 
I make no conclusions, but ————- 
Huntsman Quigley drew left through 
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the Club woods and then, bearing 
right into Mr. Henderson’s, drew 
through his north woods’ crossing 
Crum Creek below the Reservoir in- 
to Greenbank Farm. We _ followed 
north and then left through Hildary 
Farm across the road into the Link 
Worrell property. In the Worrell 
woods Hounds started a fox that led 
us straight north through the woods 
into the Gorman property where he 
turned right and doubled back into 
the building lot field and bearing 
right across the stream led us up the 
hill into the Fettermans property. 
Here on a check Quigley cast around 
to pick up the line. Hounds worked 
hard and followed the fox to his 
hole underneath an_ unbelievably 
heavy thicket of briars and honey- 
suckle vines, It took courage to pen- 
etrate such fastnesses, both for fox 
and Hounds. 

We then followed Huntsman and 
Hounds back into Greenbank Farm 
and across Kennel Road into Dr. 
Hutchinson’s middle meadow. After 
drawing the coverts there Quigley led 
us out of Dr. Hutchinson’s_ east 
woods north through devious ditches 
and pathless woods to the John Atz 
property. Here on a hill in the woods 
Hounds gave joyful, gusty tongue 
and followed a good red fox back 
over field and ditches and fences 
straight south into Dr. Hutchinson’s 
north meadow and on across’. the 
little creek to the middle meadow. 
Here the fox turned left into the 
woods and out into the field beyond. 
O dear, we groaned, could he—? 
Yes, no question about it—that fox 
was headed for Allen’s Hollow, but 
‘twas no time for tarrying. On down 
the hill and across a wretched bot- 
tom, up the hill into the road, left 
up the road at a fast swinging pace, 
right across fields and over stout 
new fences into Allen’s Hollow—why 
is it new pine board fences always 
look stiffer than old ones? In the 
wilds of Allen’s Hollow we paused 
on a check for breath. Hounds found 
the line promptly and led us bearing 
right out of the woods into St. Pet- 
er’s and St. Paul’s and on_ right 
across a big wheat field, swept bare 
by the recent winds even of snow. 
Cold and clean and hard it was, as 
doubtless the wise fox knew, no place 
to hold scent. Quigley cast around in 
the adjoining fields but Hounds 
could not find the line—and so to 
home we went. 

Yesterday, Saturday—-what a day 
it was'—my husband said as we 
heard the wind merrily tonguing its 
way around the eaves of the house, 
“No hunting today!" and. settled 
himself to the morning paper. Gently 
I told him Hounds were going out 
at the Kennels at eleven. ‘‘Let ’em 
go!’’ quoth he. ‘“Aren’t you coming 
with me?’’ IT asked. Of course he ex- 
ploded, he grew really eloquent-——I’d 
never suspected him of oratorical 
ability before;—about the different 
types of nit wits God seemed able to 
create. But in the end he joined the 
little band of faithfuls at the Ken- 
nels. Last Saturday the thermometer 
was lower, nearly zero, but no wind 
blew and hurled its blasts against us. 
But yesterday, the wind swept on 
and through us, not turning aside 
for man or beast. But we felt we 
should go out to give honour where 
honour was due, to celebrate for 
Pose and Peace, and Helen and Har- 
mony, our Rose Tree bitches that 
won ribbons at the Hound Show on 
Friday. We knew how good _ they 
were—could anyone who followed 
them, who listened to them, who 
watched them work, fail to know 
both their conscience and their cour- 
age?—pbut it was comforting indeed 
to have the judge attest their approv- 
al with blue and red ribbons.

fuss and without delay. 


Squadron A. Armory is well situated and well made for a Hound Show. 
There is plenty of space. The four rings are not cramped and the sportsman 
ean wander around in the big hall with ease and complete comfort with an 
overcoat on. An excellent luncheon was served downstairs to two hundred 
people with dispatch. There was not even a speech to disturb the orderly 
process of the schedule which started promptly at 10 o’clock and ended pro- 
mptly at 6 in the afternoon with an hour out for luncheon. 


There is something utterly satisfying to a Foxhunter about a Hound Show. 
For one thing he is surrounded only by people who are devoted to Hounds 
and really enjoy the sport from the Hound angle. There is no question of 
breaking in through the Hound door for social mad matrons and aspiring 
daughters have so far never mustered up courage to go to a Hound Show to 
display their clothes or to make a_ social success from their appearance. 
Whether it is the austere surroundings of the Armory or the complete pre- 
occupation of the spectators, the result is one for sportsmen and their Hounds 
and the Hounds have the floor from the beginning until the end. So much is 
going on all the time that it keeps one continually occupied going from one 
1ing to the next. In fact to view the whole Hound Show and report faith 
fully on each event would be an impossibility. There are English Hounds. 
American Hounds, Cross Bred Hounds, Beagles, Harriers, and Bassets. The 
result is one perpetual motion of Hounds that can only be compared to the 
four rings at the Dublin Show for their wide spread variety and continued 
activity. 


There is probably no other occasion when so many well known and noted 
Foxhunting people gather. They were there from all over the United States 
and the one topic was Hounds and Hunting. Even at a Horse Show there is 
not this unity of feeling and interest for the various classes at a Horse Show 
are as wide apart as the poles, divided as they are among Saddle Horses, 
Hunters, Hackneys, Heavy Drafts, Horsemanship and other diversified in 
terests. But the Hound Show is a large gathering in a big arena with every 
single person from the spectator to the exhibitor keenly interested in the 
exhibition for the exhibitions’ sake. 


One of the interesting sidelights on the Hound Show, and one which 
throws some light on the secret of its success, is the delight the Huntsmen 
take in the Horn Blowing Contest. The whole crowd gather around each 
participant and when the Essex Huntsman blew his final “Gone Away” and 
Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Huntsman, Charley Smith gave his inimitable call to 
his Hounds in cover, the whole audience had a thrill that only Foxhunters 
know when their heart’s are with Hounds over the fence and way ‘“‘Forrard”, 
It was a great Show.

No Outstanding Horse 


(Editor’s Note: The Chronicle is 
delighted to have the opportunity of 
printing the following letter from 
Charles C. Harrison III. Mr. Harri- 
son has been instrumental in the suc- 
cess of The Happy Hill Point-to- 
Point Meeting, to enjoy its 10th Re- 
newal this March.

Harrison has frequently taken part 
in the Meeting and won on occasions. 
The Chronicle will reprint the condi- 
tions for three races in a subsequent 
issue, which should prove of definite 
interest to Point-to-Point Commit- 
tees of various Hunts fostering such 
Meetings. ) 

January 24, 1940. 
Gentlemen: 

Since your note I have read two 
interesting letters on Point-to-Point 
Racing in your paper. It is very hard 
to say what the perfect rules for 
Po'nt-to-Points are, as each com- 
munity seems to need a set of their 
own rules. 

One of the most important rules 
however ,is that there should not be 
any outstanding horse so that the 
ordinary good hunter would be beat- 
en by a mile. This idea we have ad- 
hered to for the last 10 years and 
every season it bears fruit. 

Our distance has been about 4% 
miles, long enough to test a hunter, 
not too far to bring him home all 
“done in” Rarely out hunting have 
I ever seen a man or lady drive a 
horse until he could hardly gallop, so 
I see no reason to putting the dist- 
ance 514 or 6 miles, in which case 
90% of the 
be exhausted, or perhaps ruined for 


horses finishing would 


further hunting. 

We have changed our weights sev- 
eral times but have at last come to 
the conclusion that the natural 
weights of hunting are best. For 
our main event we have 170 pounds 
minimum, the heavy weights 200, 
and the pairs 150 for the ladies and 
180 for the men. TI think for cross 
country riding the scale of weights 
ought to be high. There are few 
who hunt that can weigh out at the 
minimum. 

In our country, we try to have not 
more than two turning flags, pick 
good galloping ground, trappy spots, 
hills, creeks and woods; in a few 
words, the ideal spot for a top run. 
This sort of a course will always 
bring out the hunting man if the 
above three conditions are suitable 
to his own ideas 

I think that those who are putting 


on a Point-to-Point should remem- 
ber, that “as soon as you cannot 
play, it’s not much fun”, and from 


that date on it will be hard to get 
starters.

beagles in Dec. 83rd., 1912 by the 
purchase of a beagle from Mr. N. J. 
Coatney. Subsequent purchases from 
Mr. Wolfe of Middleburg, The Piod- 
mont Beagles, Mr. Hoge of Middle- 
burg, donations by Mr. Samuel Fred, 
of Middleburg, Mr. Mumford, of 
Halfway, Dr. W. Newell Bent of 
Southborough, Mass., Mr. Drake, of 
Boston, Mr. Ludlow Clark and Mr. 
J. B. Thomas and puppies bred at 
the School, the pack numbered seven 
couple by the spring of 1914. 

For some years Stuyvesant did 
not have a pack, but this year they 
are again enjoying good sport with 
their own pack, the mucleus of which 
was very kindly dnated by Miss 
Charlotte Noland and Mr. Oliver Ise- 
lin.

I find one item of which may be 
of interest about the first Stuyves- 
ant Pack. The Hound Mr. Thomas 
gave had been shipped from his Ken- 
nels near Middleburg to Simsbury, 
Conn.

He stayed at 
Stuyvesant three days, then disap- 
peared. Ten days later he strayed 
into his old kennels near Middle- 
burg!

Hunting foxes with a trained pack 
and well mounted field has been an 
important feature of life in Rap- 
pahannock County as long as anyone 
can remember. This most probably 
holds true for this area ever since 
a remoter period than George Wash- 
ington’s survey of the town of Wash- 
ington in 1749. 

The late Burrell Frank Bywaters’ 
Hounds were well known a generat- 
ion ago. From this pack were derived 
a number in the famous pack of the 
internationally prominent M. F. H., 
Joseph B. Thomas, partially located 
in this County for a period. Among 
additional packs have been Brooke 
Miller’s, the Eastham’s, Joe John- 
son’s, the late Walter Miller’s, and 
W. Frank Moffett’s. Furthermore, 
besides these the number of large 
landowners who still raise their own 
hunters includes W. Arthur Miller, 
M. F. H., David D. Miller, and J. E. 
Keyser. 

Thus, in a County, dominated by 
a few prominent families and friends 
no need of a formal hunt club was 
felt prior to 1926. A landowner would 
simply gather relatives or friends up 
to a dozen for hunting. Individuals 
would bring hunters and sometimes
